B. Henderson, of St., Louis, has been in town a 
day or two in connection with a Minnesota land- 
grant case now pending before the Interior De- 
partment.

THE SPRINGER SENSATION. 

The present Congress is ready to be di- 
verted by the most insignificant provocation 
from the serious business of legislation. It 
is the first Congress during eighteen or 
twenty years in which the Democrats have 
had control of both Houses. Its present ses- 


| sion precedes a Presidential election 


which the Democrats are preparing to 

a desperate effort to seize the Executive 
branch of the Government, These two cir- 
cumstances combine to render the controlling 
majority of Congress averse to law-making. 
The Democrats are afraid to assume the re- 
sponsibility of any legislation whatever. 
They are indifferent to all popular demands 
for a relief from the oppression of mono 
lies and unjust taxation, and only alert in 
avoiding their public duties and completing 
their campaign arrangements. Consequent- 
ly anything in the nature of a scandal 
or personal sensation is peculiarly wel- 
come to them. Anything which ‘will serve 
to consume time aimlesly, and tide over the 
rocks on which the party might otherwise 
split and go to pieces, is pounced upon with 
avidity as a new excuse for avoiding their 
responsibilities to the people. Hence the 
Springer bribery sensation is a godsend to 
the Democrats, and they will undoubtedly 
make the most of it, 

The case itself is the thinnest sort of a 
pretext pour passer le temps. It has no 
other foundation than that of an anonymous 
letter, which is always unworthy of individ- 
ual consideration, and much more unworthy 
of the attention of a dignified body of legis- 
lators. A day or two ago, Mr. Springer, for 
reasons best known to himself, refused to 
vote in Committee with his Bourbon col- 
leagues to give Donnelly a seat in Congress 
to which Mr. Washburn had been elected by 
3,000 majority. It is true that Springer voted 
to unseat Washburn, but apparently con- 
cluded that this was stretching party bias to 
the utmost limit, and that it was outrageous 
enough to displace the man who had been 
elected witheut giving his seat to a 
man who had not been elected.

This letter was received 
and opened by Mrs. Springer during her hus- 
band’s absence in New Tork, and she, 
woman-like, sent it to Donnelly and his at- 
torney. When Springer returned he de- 
sired to have nothing said publicly about the 
letter (probably because he apprehended the 
astounding silliness of the whole affair), and 
now Manning and Donnelly, in order to “get

STAMPEDES IN THE BRITISH ARMY. 
The amusement which the unfortunate 
stampede of our volunteers at the first battle 
of Bull Run afforded many Englishmen is 
ubt well remembered. The most skill- 
ful Sorrespondent of the London Times at 
that time, Dr. Russell, had been sent to the 
United States to be present with and chron- 
icle the movements of the Union armies. The 
British people desired full and complete ac- 
counts of all our campaigns, and of course 
nothing was to be spared to afford them in- 
teresting reading as to the American manner 
of making war. We had, it ig true, given 
them most striking illustrations of our war 
like methods on two former occasions. We 
had indeed at other times shown a most 


cheerful willingness to impart to them farther 


instruction on the same subject, but all this 


| had been forgotten. It seemed to them ab- 
; surd that a Nation like ours, wi 
army, and composed wholly of bank 
chants, farmers, mechanics, ete., should have 
the presumption to indulge in so noble a pas- 
time. Dr. Russell’s pen was therefore relied 
on, not only to afford 
to the conduct of the war, but to contribute 
to the amusement of the British publf by a 
narrative of the many military absurdities we 


ut an 
mer- 


actual’ information as 


must inevitably commit. 

Russell reached the United States in time 
to be present on the Bull Run battle-field. 
As he was one of the first fugitives from the 
n when the 
stampede occurred, he was, of course, unable 
to give any correct aceount of what really 
took place. His imagination and fancy were, 
however, equal to the occasion, and he 
spread before his readers an account of the 


flight of our troops which was received in 
England with the utmost satisfaction and 
. derision. Whether prompted by the knowl- 


edge that his own fleetness of foot in leaving 
the field had been found out by the people 
of the United States, or that he no longer 
considered the movements of American 
armies worthy of interest to the Times 
readers, we do not know; he soon after left 
the country and returned to England. 

A short time before the Zulu waf closed, 
Dr. Russell was sent as correspondent by the 
London Telegraph to South Africa. It is 
believed that he was not present at any of 
the battles, but, regarding himself as a judge 
of stampedes, he naturally occupied himself 
very much with this subject. As his absence 
prevented his taking personal part in those 
which occurred, the information collected by 


him relative to British scares in Zululand 


may be regarded as reliable. He has given a 

ull account of each one, and his statements 
have been so startling that an investigation 
was deemed necessary by the Brifish author- 
ities. This investigation was made by Gen. 
Newdegate, who commanded one of the di- 
visions operating against the Zulus, and who 
was an eye-witness to many of the scenes de- 
scribed by Russell. The result has just been 
made public, and shows a state of affairs in 
the English army which is anything but 
creditable to it, and which should in future 
teach Englishmen that they are subject to the 
weaknesses of human nature to as great an 
extent as many others who make fewer boasts 
of their own superiority. 

An officer serving with the Irregular Corps, 
apart of Lord Chelmsford’s force in the 
march to Ulundi, has given a somewhat 
amusing account of one of these stampedes 
in the March number of Colburn’s United 
Service Magazine, The high character of 
this periodical as the standard military pub- 
lication of Great Britain is proof that his 
statement can be accepted as correct. His 
description is in substance as follows: Early 
in the second night before the battle of 
Ulundi a few shots were heard on the picket- 


Une, and immediately a panic commenced, 


which extended to nearly the whole force. 
Men huddled together through fear, and 
were deaf te the commands of their officers. 
He saw eight men clinging together and 
sobbing pitifully, while a stalwart Sergeant 
was ordering them to their places, and bang~ 
ing into them with the bu tt end of a riſle toen- 
force hiscommands. Many men took refuge 
among the cattle and horses. One who, he 
says, from his rank should have known bet- 
ter, was sleeping under a mimosa bush; he 
jumped up singing out, Lord, help us!” A 
thorn ran into his side, and, yelling at the 
top of his voice, I am assegaied!” I am 
assegaied!”’ he sprang over the earthwork, 
tearing a man’s face with his boot, and ran 
among the horses. Another, in his blind 
fright, made a dive to get through the spokes 
of a wagon-wheel, but was caught fast in 
doing so, and there remained until extricated 
by others. Another, three parts asleep, stag- 
gered into the bush, and was only thoroughly 
aroused by striking’ his head against. a 
stump.

THE WISCONSIN INDIANS. 

Congressman Pound has igtroduced a bill 
that will solve the Indian problem, as far as 
his district is conce | in an eminently 
just and philanthropic er, and the plan 
is one that might be profitably copied in 
other States besides Wisconsin. 

Bye treaty made with the Chippewa In- 
dians in September, 1854, there were three 
reservations set aside for three bands—viz.: 
for the Bad River band, a tract of land on 
the coast of Lake Superior, near Ashland, 
containing 125,000 acres; for the Lac Court 
Orielle band, a tract on the headwaters of 
the Chippewa River, containing 70,000 acres; 
and a tract for the Lac de Flambeau band on 
the headwaters of the Flambeau and Wiscon- 
sin Rivers, containing 70,000 acres. The 
three bands now number about 2,500 souls 
(if an Indian has a soul), and the 
first and second tracts or reservations 
contain much arable land well adapted to ag 
ricultural purposes,—enough, it is said, to 
give every head ofa family and every full- 
grown Indian a good farm. The Lac de 
Flambeau Reservation contains little good 
farming land, but is covered with adense 
growth of valuable soft pine. The band on 
the last-named tract numbers only 542 per- 
sons, and are of a roving disposition, subsist- 
ing upon game and fish and the small an- 
nuity that is annually donated by the Federal 
Government, 

It is the object of Gov. Pound’s bill, first. 
to obtain the consent of these three bands of 
Indians to all its provisions, to consolidate 
them, and make allotments from the best 
agricultural lands in these reservations, giv- 
ing each grown person eighty acres, and to 
each minor forty acres; the said lands to be 
exempt from taxationfor twenty-five years, 
and exempt also from execution. The Com- 
mittee on Indian Affairs has made a fayora- 
ble report upon the bill, in which it is said:

This scheme looks like a good one for all 
concerned. If the full-grown Indian can be 
induced to settle upon a piece of land, as this 
bill proposes, go to work, earn his living by 
tilling the soil, and adopt the habits and cus- 
toms of, the whites, the Indian problem will 
be solved as far as he is concerned. In our 
Indian wars it is computed that it costs the 
General Government about $20,000 to kill an 
Indian. Gov. Pound is of the opinion that it 
is much cheaper and more humane to edu- 
cate and civilize them. If the valueof the pine 
timber on these reservations is not greatly 
overestimated, these Chippewa bands will 
have a handsome sum in bank from the pro- 
ceeds of its sale to aid them in the purchase 
of necessary articles to begin life on a farm. 
There are other fragments of Indian tribesin 
Wisconsin and Minnesota to which the pro- 
visions of Gov. Pound’s bill might be adapt- 
ed, to the great benefit of these wandering 
nuisances, and to the relief of the confmuni- 


ties which they infest. 


WOMAN'S RIGHTS AND HASH. 

For the first time in our recollection a 
standard of revolt has been raised in a board- 
ing-house and a solemn protest has been 
entered against hash.. The circumstances 
are somewhat interesting. Miss Sarah H. 
Leggett, said to be a descendant of an old 
New York family, which makes the case 
still. more aggravating, keeps a boarding- 
house in Clinton place, New York, for 
genteel working women, her boarders that 
come under this appellation being students 
in various art schools, such as the Cooper 
Union, Artists’ League, and Artists’ Studio. 
Her scheme was to charge the young ladies 
for board and room only what was neces- 
sary to cover expenses, and the scheme had 
such an attraction for, the impecunious 
young creatures who paint and model in 
clay ahd dabble in ceramics that her house 
was running over with them. Apvarently, 
Miss Leggett had the idea these fair young 
creatures were so absorbed in grt that they 
would be quite unconscious of the condition 
of victuais, and would hardly know float- 
ing-island from bean soup, for while, at 
first, she gave them good, square meals, she 
soon commenced the tapering-off system,— 
that is, as the time approached for the closing 
of the art schools, she would curtail on the 
quantity of food and deteriorate the quality. 
For instance, commencing with roast beef 
and plum pudding, she dropped to a New 
England boiled dinner and mush, then to 
shin soup and baked beans, and so on gradu- 
ally down to hash, and at last ta hash of the 
most extraordinary description, as will be 
found in the protest of the boarders printed 
below. She reckoned without her host, how- 
ever,in assuming that the young women 
boarders were so esthetic as to be superior to 
the accidents of victuals and ignorant of the 
conditions of a well appointed and prepared 
menu. The first symptoms of revolt were 
gatherings in the parlors, where the talk did 


not run on underglaze, Faience, Limoges, fore- 
shortening, linear perspective, anatomy, 


backgrounds, or thé general jargon of art, 
but on the construction of a peculiar hash 
which was abhorrent to the female constitu- 
tion and destructive to the digestive appa- 
rutus, besides being uncertain in age, pedi- 


groe, and outlying circumstances, as well as 


in internal integrity. The bash continued 
to come on the table all the same. The 
meetings also continudd, each one character- 
ized by sterner and — denunciations, 


letter from the kickers, told them they could 
leg it if they didn’t like it, and they did so. 
Probably by this time the fair and plucky 
disciples of art have found happier quarters, 
where hash is hash and up to the regulation 
standard, and no amount of depraved female } 
ingenuity can transform it into soup. 


MORMON 

There is a case pending in Supreme 
Court at Washington entitled “The United 
States ex relatione Thomas McBride versus 
Carl Schurz, Secretary of the Department of 
the Interior.“ which has an important bear- 
ing upon the Mormon question, and which, 
after almost superhuman efforts, the attor- 
neys for McBride have succeeded in haying 
set for hearing at the next (October) term. 
The case of McBride has excited so much in- 
terest that it has got into Congress as well as 
the Supreme Court. On the 2d ult, Sen- 
ator Edmunds presented and had referred 
the memorial of McBride “calling attention 
to the exclusion of Gentiles from lands in 
Utah by the present system of locating town 
sites,” and a resolution “calling on the Sec- 
retary of the Interior for information as to 


the number and extent of patents issued for. 


land in Utah, and whether any discrimina- 
tion in fayor of Mormons has been shown in 
such issues,” which was adopted. 

The history of the McBride. case is worthy 
of consideration because it shows Mormon 
methods. In 1841 Congress adopted a premp- 
tion act providing that no land can be appro- 
priated by the settler that is within the limits 
of an incorporated town, or selected as the 
site of a city or town. Under this act, in or- 
der to exclude Gentiles, the Mormon Legis- 
lature included all the tillable land in Utah 
within the limits of thirty-seven incorporated 
cities. There are “cities” in the Territory 
of Utah covering an area equal to that of the 
corporate limits of Chicago, with only a few 
hundred inhabitants! ‘These cities are so 
laid out as to cover all the usual lines of travel 
not upon the desert. The Gentile who seeks 
to acquire a homestead in Utah is met by 
Mormon authorities with an affidavit at 
Land Department that the proposed settler’s 
claim is within“ municipal limits,’’ and hence 
in violation of the act of 1841. Seventeen 
years ago, McBride, a Gentile, settled or 
“squatted ” on a piece of land in Utah, 
and has lived there continuously since. 
In 877 a patent was issued t 
him, but not delivered, and Oct. 10, 1879, was 
recalled from Sait Lake City and partly can- 
celed by the Secretary of the Interior, on the 
ground that, after McBride had lived five 
years on his claim, the City of Grantsville 
(within the limits of which the claim was 
situated) was incorported by the Mormon 
Legislature. Meantime, prior to the recall 
of McBride’s patent, tw@pty-seven patents 
for land within the corporate limits of 
Grantsville had been issued to Mormons, and 
subsequent to its recall five other patents te 
Mormons (with one exception) for land in 
Grantsville have been issued,—all by the 
same Land Commissioner, James A. Will- 
iamson. The exception consisted of a grant 
to one Baker, a Gentile. His t was 
contested by the authorities of Grantsville 
by and shotguns, and between the two 
he was driven out of the country. 
McBride’s land is more than a mile from the 
settlement known as “ the city” of Grants- 
ville, and, therefore, not subject to the ob- 
jection of. being required for corporate pur- 
poses. These facts were fully set forth be- 
fore the Secretary of Anterior, but he 
ordered the patent of MeBride to be canceled, 
and this in defiance of an order of the Su- 
preme Court of the District of Columbia to 
show cause why a mandamus should not is- 
sue compelling him to issue the patent. 

Pending the decision of this case, the City 
of Grantsville applied to the Commissioner 
of the General Land Office for a tewn-site 
patent, and iicluded the land of McBride, on 
which he has lived continuously seventeen 
years! The only remédy left to McBride 
was to appeal to the Supreme Court of 
the United States, The case already re- 


ferred to was docketed in Moonee | , 
last. But, if the tause must await its regular 3 


order, it would not come up for three years. 


the Supreme Court may decide that he has 
no power to cancel a patent, and thus curtail 
the scope of his functions. Finally, the At- 
torney-General stated to the Court that he 
had no objection to the granting of the mo- 
tion, and the case was set for the next (Octo- 
ber) term. 

We have given this brief sketch of the 
history of the McBride case to show that, 
nothwithstanding the President’s strong de- 
sire to curb the audacity of the Mormons, the 
entire force of his Administration has been 
exerted to hinder a Gentile from securing 
his just rights in 160 acres of land in Utah. 
Two Cabinet officers and the Land Commis- 
sioner have stood.resolutely in the way. 

Slavery and polygamy are twin abomina- 
tions, and the country should reflect that the 
Democratic is as naturally the ally of 
polygamy was of slavery.

Give the Democratic party control 
of all branches of the Government 
and it will not hesitate a moment to make 
itself solid with the Mormons by the ad- 
mission of all the Territories named as States, 
with eight Senators and four members of 
the Lower House at the start. Then there 
looms up the old Democratie plan of divid- 
ing Texas Into five States, with eight more 
new Democratic members of the Senate. 
Neither of these schemes is visionary. On 
the contrary, both are probable events of the 
future. Neither would be more reprehensi- 
ble than the proposition of the Democratic 
House to unseat Washburn, or the propo- 
sition of the Democratic Senate to unseat 
Kellogg. In its mad pursuit of power the 
Democratic party disregards time-honored, 
sacred precedents, ruthlesly tramples upon 
the constitutional rights of minorities, and 
contemptuously brushes the law aside.

“THE SECOND EMPIRE. 


Senior’s “Conversations” — Bonapart- 
ism Behind the Scenes, 


Pictures of Napoleon III. as Drawn by 
i ee oe 


“ An Atheistio Js Jacobin, Wishing to Be an 
Imperial al Robespierre.” 


The last volumes of the “Conversations” 
of Nassau W. Senior aré full of incidents con- 
nected with the Empire of Napoleon III. 
Mr. Senior wrote in the hight of Napoleonic 
splendor. The war of Italy was at an end, 
Austria had been humbled, Victor Emmanuel 
had been proclaimed King of Italy. The unfort- 
uate expedition to Mexico had not yet devel- 
oped into the disastrous result which afterward 
teil upon it. 

THE EMPEROR AS SEEN BY A FRIEND. 

An interesting feature of Mr. Senior’s contri- 
butions is the various pictures we have of Na- 
poleon III. Sometimes we see him through 
the eyes of friends and then of enemic#) Among 
those who loved the Emperor was Mme. Cornu, 

the wife of an eminent artist, whose mother had 
been dame de compagnie to Hortense. 
Mme, Cornu had been brought up as a 
sister to Lotis Napoleon, visiting him 
every year during his imprisonment at Ham 
and correcting his writings. She remained de- 
voted to him until the coup d'état, when, being 
a republican, she broke her relations, and in 
spite of all Imperial advances was not recon- 
ciled for nearly twelve years. Mme. Cornu 
died before the war of 1870. Napoleon, as seen 
through the eyes of this candid companion and 
friend, wh ad loved him in the days of his 
misery, and quarreled with him in the days of 
his power, is a curious character. The Emperor 
was writing his life of Julius Cesar, and accord- 
ing to Mme. Cornu, Catiline was his favorit and 
had peer treated unjustly by Cicero and Sallust. 
It was after the war in China, and during a con- 
versation with Mme. Cornu, she showed Mr. Se- 
nior a vase of jade taken from the palace of Pe- 
kin which had been sent to her by the Emperor. 
“Louis Napoleon,” said Mme. Cornu, “was a 
strange being.” “A trifle close to his eyes hides 
from him the largest object at a distance.” 
Mme. Cornu thought that the Emperor's long 
exclusion from society did him harm in many 
ways, and that it would have spoiled his man- 
ners but for having “always before him so ad- 
mirabile a model as his mother. It had made him 
somewhat of a parvenu,—what you call a tuft 


hunter. He looked upto people of high rank 

with a mixture of admiration, envy, and dislike.
